England said it declared war on Ger- 


many in order to smash Hitlerism. 


But if England defeats Germany will 


it have smashed Hitlerism? 


Fairly and adequately answering that 


question should dispose of England's an- 
swer to the present offer of peace from 
Berlin. But an answer is not possible 
unless one searches for the 
causes 
of 


Hitlerism. 


Those who are actually searching f9r 


peace in this world do not expect to find 
it upon a basis of injustice, wrong, false- 
hood, and broken treaties, nor upon the 
supposition that Hitler and his methods of 
scoundrelism were created, and found 
widespread support among the masses of 
the German people, just because Germans 
are assassins and Englishmen are angels. 


Hitlerism must be destroyed from with- 


in. Every effort to crush it from without 
will only drive its roots deeper into the 
German soil. Were England to find quid: 
and surprising victory and restore all the 
lands that have recently come under Ger- 
man sway what it calls Hitlerism will still 
live on for it is born of the furious con- 
viction that Germany has been wronged 
to the point where death is preferable to 
endurance. And since the world prac- 


• tically agrees today that that conviction 


has basis in fact how is it possible to erad- 
icate it by mere overthrow of the puny 
mortals who for a few brief years guide 
the German destiny? 


The best outcome of the prevailing war 


is a stalemate] And if the terms of a drav/ 
are obtainable now nothing is to be se- 
cured by additional misery and blood-

And should Germany conquer the 
United Kingdom and cast off the Bahamas, 
those islands would face economic disaster. 


The Bahaman population is 90 per cent black, 


and already the sour economic situation abroad 
and its reflex in Nassau, have caused rioting. 
The Negroes are a prolific people, increasing 
the economic strain with every increase in the 
population. 


One solution might be birth control, and the 


Bahamas would offer an interesting laboratory 
for this experiment, A similar experiment has 
been discussed in the heavily over-populated 
island of Puerto Rico, but there the Negroes are 
Catholic while in the Bahamas they are Protes- 
tant. 


At any rale, the Duke of Windsor is likely to

Senator Glass of Virginia, who made head-

Glass' successor has already been picked— 
namely, Douglas Freeman, editor of The Rich- 
mond News-Leader.

vided in the campaign, were delighted. They 
saw a heaven-sent chance to patch up peace and 
they got busy.

At Chicago the two groups worked out a way

Ammon Claims Process Cheese 
Interests Attack Program 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
MMUtoa — Director Ralph-E. 


Ammon of the state department'of 
agriculture, in a vigorous defense 
of his department's anti-monopoly 
policies in the dairy field, in a pub- 
lic statement asserted that certain 
processing cheese interests alarmed 
at the state's promotion of natural 
Wisconsin cheese are attempting to 
undermine his program. 


Ammon also analyzed, according 


to the department's view, the causes 
of the monopolistic trend in the 
dairy industry and gave the de- 
partment's program for combatting 
the tendency. 


"We have no quarrel with process 


cheese", his statement said. "Our 
quarrel is with a few of the pro- 
cessors. Unfortunately for the in- 
dustry, the processors have gained 
control of the distribution of all 
types and forms of cheese. They 
have made very little effort to ad- 
vertise and 
merchandise natural 


cheese, while great effort has been 
expended on the process product". 


He charged that one processor 


"has published adVertisements that 
actually attack natural cheese as 
•raw' and implies that it 1s not en- 
tirely safe. Such an attempt to 
prejudice the consumer is entirely 
unwarranted. It is, and should be 
resented by the natural cheese in- 
dustry of Wisconsin. It would ap- 
pear as one more move to choke off 
competition". 


Hit* Causes 


The causes of the dairy monopoly j 


trend were listed by Ammon: 


1. "Wisconsin farmers, 
in 
too 


many factories, have relinquished 
the control .of the factory and the 
cheese to some one else. 


2. Grading too often was left en- 


tirely to the buyer. 


3. Farmers and cheese makers too 


often assumed that they had no con- 
cern in the final consumer accept- 
ance of their product and did not 
insist on quality milk and quality 
cheese. 


4. Process cheese, which was con- 


trolled by a few companies, was 
used as an instrument to further 
concentrate control of the indus- 
try in the hands of a few. 


5. Modern transportation and com- 


munication have facilitated activi- 
ties of large companies to the ul- 
timate ruin of many small ones. 


Ammon said that cooperative ac- 


tion by the farmers themselves, and 
vigorous corollary action by gov- 
ernment could check the trend, and 
that the "most essential require- 
ment to block the monopoly trend 
is that the American farmer remain 
the boss of American agriculture". 


The state department, he added, 


has been working with the ftfent 
government 
to check 
moMply 


through governmental action, aa4 
has also actively aided in th« or- 
ganization of cooperatives, tbt de- 
velopment of a natural chette pack* 
age to boost sales of natural < \\tnm. 
and has inaugurated a program of 
state grading. 


"In the long run. however," h* 


concluded; the most powerful in- 
strument to stop the trend toward 
monopoly in any farm industry will 
be the efforts of the fanners in- 
volved".

3. Find Your Own Swing Pattern 


'Every golfer should hive a posl 
tlve pattern. The golfer with cham- 
pionship aspiration* should, aim at 
the ideal swing which requires 
time, patience and practice. The 
average top-flight golfer should try 
for a slightly modified version of 
the ideal swing, with most golfers 
striving for a still further modi- 
fied swing pattern.

Think 
it over seriously. Dont fret too 
much Abeat outside enemies of 
democracy. Its greatest danger lies 
here at home! 


CASE R-128: Whitman T.. aged 35, 


is a life insurance executive. 
"But it isn't a business problem 


that worries me," he said. 


"1 am troubled about the future 


of our great republic. With dicta- 
torships flourishing all around the 
world, and selfishness so typical of 
mankind, what will happen to our 
own nation? 


"Dr. Crane, I believe that psychol- 


ogy is one of our greatest hopes for 
the future. But how can we use 
it to guarantee the continuation of 
our constitutional form of democ- 
racy?" 
DIAGNOSIS: 


Whitman isn't the only person 


worried about this critical subject 
And well might all of us show con- 
siderable concern for the future of 
all democratic government. 


But don't fret primarily about 


attack from without Nations first 
decay from within. The foreign at- 
tacks are usually but final events 
in a long chain of dry rot and 
moral degeneracy which have de- 
stroyed democratic idealism long 
before the alien hosts hoist dif- 
ferent flags, over the national 
capitols. 


Remember, too, that democracy 


is an "abnormal" form of govern- 
ment! It rests on the Golden Rule, 
for no other doctrine ever grants 
equal rights and liberties to minor- 
ities, whether religious, racial or 
political. 


Democracy Is Abnormal 


The normal reaction among ani- 


mals and human beings is "dog eat 
dog" and "might makes right." All 
natural history supports that view. 
And dictatorships fully conform to 
it, which is why monarchy and 
dictatorships are natural, whereas 
democracies are abnormal or un- 
natural. 


Since the essence of every demo- 


cratic government, therefore, is the 
Golden Rule, you can easily meas- 
ure the vigor of our democracy by 


examining yourselves and your as- 
sociates. 


How much Golden Rule is dem- 


onstrated here in America? Don't 
debate such rhetorical questions in 
the abstract. Suppose you dropped 
a $5 bill in the restaurant, as you 
paid your luncheon check. 


And suppose, further, that the 


waiter or any other diner saw you 
drop that $5. You can measure the 
future expectancy of this American 
Republic by what our citizens will 
do in such a situation. 


If a majority wilJ call the loss to 


your attention, or report their find- 
ing the money, to the management, 
then our democracy is still well in- 
sured, for they are demonstrating 
the Golden Rule, 


We can also count on their grant- 


ing similar favors to minority fac- 
tions in the realm of religion or 
race, 


Is Democracy Decaying? 


But if a majority of our citizens 


will pocket the money, and make 
no diligent effort to return it to the 
rightful owner, then you might as 
well prepare for dictatorship, for 
the American public no longer ap- 
plies the Golden Rule. It will then 
be only a matter of time before 
Fascism is on the throne in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


It really makes little difference 


whether a 
dictator is American 


born or comes from Europe, Asia 
or other continents. 


What 
organizations, 
therefore, 


are diligently laboring in this coun- 
try to teach our youth that they 
ought to give the $5 bill back to its 
real owner? 


What organizations are zealous- 


ly trying 'to offset the natural and 
age-old rule of force, by the un- 
natural but laudable Golden Rule? 


The Churches may not be perfect, 


but they are the best guarantees we 
have 
for 
the continuity of our 


American type of democracy. You 
better get behind them quickly, too, 
for they are a greater protection to 
our form of government than a 
million airplanes and battleships.

Mothers Must Grow Up 
Just Like Children Do

"While my boy was little he was lovely. Now that he is six feet two, 


attending college, he is impossible. He shouted angrily at me today when 
I suggested that he straighten his necktie and sit properly in his chair. He 
seems to think that I'm nothing and nobody in his life any more." 


This the fate of most mothers. Children grow up almost overnight as 


far as mothers are concerned. They left the house one day as little chil- 
dren and they returned as'grumpy men or women. The poor mothers are 
shocked and frightened and desolate, for this child that was loved and 
cherished has become a stranger. 


Stranger is what he is. During the years between nine or ten and eight- 


een or twenty there was a sr«an of development. Growth and its changes 
proceeded so slowly that the mother, bound up in the thought of her ba- 
by, did not see and so could not foresee nor understand when it became 
apparent to the world. The child had grown up and mother had not 
noticed. 
* 


Treat Them as Guests 


Because mother had not seen what was taking place she was ill-pre- 


pared for the shock that came when she spoke to her baby and a man or 
a woman—a stranger—replied. The 
development had taken place. All 
that is left for a mother to do un- 
der these conditions is to accept the 
fact, bow to the stranger, bid him 
welcome, and set about adjusting 
things between this new personality 
in the house and herself. 


When relations are strained in 


this fashion, and it is common 
enough in families where adoles- 
cent children are developing a with- 
drawal on the mother's part is good 
strategy. Treat this young person 
as he is, a grown-up, with a mind 
of his own—as a guest or relative, 
beloved but straying from the fa- 
mily circle for a time. Be cool, 
courteous, kind, but keep your man- 
ner aloof. Offer no service, and be 
casual about performing any that 
is invited. Leave undone some of 
the many services you have render- 
ed as a matter of course, and which 
have been accepted in that spirit. 
Withdraw as gently as possible, but 
withdraw definitely from the child's 
life. 


Renew Hobby Interests 


To make this withdrawal effective 


and healthy for both concerned, the 
mother has to take up some per- 
sonal interest and follow it whole- 
heartedly, becoming a person in her 
own right instead of living vicari- 
ously in her child. Perhaps she has 
some g:ft long neglected because of 
the family cares. Many mothers 
drop their music, art, hobby, special 
interests of one sort or another. 
When the children are showing 
readiness to go on their own the 
time has come to develop these gifts. 


When a mother has outside in- 


terests she ceases to hover over her 
children, a good thing for her and 
the children. The young people be- 
come interested in her as a person, 
something they have not been .able 
to do before because her motherli- 
ness smothered her other character- 
istic qualities. 


Don't be a lonely mother of adol- 


escent children. Shake off the habit 
of the years and strike out for in- 
dividuality once more and home 
will be happier and richer for it 
So will tht children.

North thought longingly about a 
rand slam and finally passed to 
the six no trump only with the 
greatest of reluctance. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the combined hands war- 
ranted a grand slam contract, since 
any break of hearts except J x x x 
or J x x x x in the East hand would 
nave made that contract a laydown. 
But North could not be sure that 
South had three hearts, *ence his 
pass was not unduly conservative. 
And, 
considering the actual break 


of hearts, it was just as well that 
North did use discretion, inasmuch 
as South had to use all his ingen- 
uity (and get a little help from the 
enemy to bring home even the 
small slam. Of course, six hearts 
would have been a cinch, but then 
we'd have no story. 


West hit upon the one opening 


that could give his own team a 
chance, a diamond. -On any other 
lead declarer would have had time 
to concede a heart trick and col- 
lect four hearts, three spades, four 
clubs, and one diamond, for his 
twelve tricks. But with the diamond 
ace knocked out at once, declar- 
er soon found himself in hot water. 
Two rounds of hearts let out the 
bad news. Declarer then tried to 
break the spade suit, cashing the 
king and the queen. No luck here, 
either. Well, there was one thing to 
be thankful for, the club suit didn't 
require a "break." Declarer dashed 
off all the clubs, thoughtfully dis- 
carding his heart ten. He then led 
dummy's remaining spade, and held 
his breath while East discarded! 
When said discard turned out to be 
the diamond ten, declarer was sure 
he was "home." West would not 
have led originally from a king, 
hence East must have started with 
both the king and queen of dia- 
monds, and was now reduced to the 
higher honor.

Perhaps all this 
makes it clear that I think East 
should have discarded the king, not 
the ten of diamonds.

The thrift streak in most garden- 


ers makes itself apparent by saving 
seeds. Little economics on self-sav- 
ed seeds seem to be an inspiration 
but it is douDtful whether the plan 
is a qood one. Home-saved seeds 
must be stored cool and free from 
the attacks of bacteria which may 
fee carried in the packages w i t h 
them. But the difficulties in stor-' 
age are not the real problems. 


The plants we do not wish to car- 


ry over or perpetuate are generally 
near relatives of the wild species 
which always come through from 
seed. It is the high-priced strains of 
choicest fldwers that we want, and 
those that come from home-saved 
seeds are always disappointing. 


Annual larkspurs, for instance 


have been developed into beautiful 
double forms. Home-grown seeds 
saved from these sorts generally re- 
sult in many plants, most of which 
flower mfcriorly. The double corn- 
floxvers show the same trait, as do 
most of the other double forms 
which, as we all know, have been 
developed through hybridizing. 


Seed growers maintain a constant 


vigilance over the flowers selected 
for seeding and in many cases make 
Ihe crosses by hand pollcnization. 
The average backlottcr depends on 
the activities of insects to ripen his 
seed. 


Since seeds are so inexpensive, 


the time and labor involved in 
growing them hardly justifies the 
economics made, and never justi- 
fies them when the difficulties like- 
ly to be encountered arc given full 
consideration.

Another great painting by Leo- 


nardo is "Mona Lisa," also called

of a woman in Florence, and was 
made in that city after Leonardo 
returned at the age of 49. 


Four years were spent on the por- 


trait. He did not work on it all 
the time; he let days or weeks pass 
between stretches of painting.

played so her face would keep a 
pleasant 
expression 
during the 


hours she had to remain still. 


We may suppose that Mona Lisa 


did not keep the same expression 
all the while. It is likely that sev- 
eral kinds of smiles passed over 
her face.

painted is hardly a smile; it is more 
of a half-smile or the beginning 
of a smile. 


Thousands of visitors to Paris 


have looked at the portrait. One

pears almost living. It seems that 
this portrait is of a woman who ' 
enjoys being admired." 


When I saw the original paint- 


ing of Mona Lisa. I was impressed 
by its great charm. The original J 
seemed far more pleasing than any | 
of the copies of it I had seen.

The answer is that , 
it was bought by a French king 
who reigned while Leonardo wa" 
alive. 
For it he paid 4,000 gold i 


florins.

514,000. If the picture were for 
sale today, it is likely that more 
than a million dollars would be 
paid for it.

Risk It Is Taking

Washington—Perhaps the 
most 


important problem 
in organizing 


our national defense is the build- 
ing of new plants. This'very vital 
work is being delayed by the kind 
of political

defense plans change. 


This question has been kicking 


around the offices 
of the, govern- 


ment now for several weeks, in 
fact, ever since "total war" began 
on May 10, but it has not been set- 
tled. Yet it contains the key to the 
rate at which industrial production 
of war weapons, sadly needed for 
our-defenses, will be begun. 


The blame for the delay is not 


justly placed at the doorstep of any- 
body either in government or jn in- 
dustry. It is simply the consequence 
of'democracy's way of sidetracking 
things that are vital until some one 
asserts leadership. and jams them 
through. . 


Just before congress began its re- 


cesses for the conventions, the pres- 
ident was ready^ to propose that a 
joint resolution* be put 
through 


both houses dealing with the vexa- 
tious question of depreciation al- 
lowances on new plants needed in 
defense. But it was reported back 
that, the items would cause discus- 
sion, so it was postponed because 
there was an agreement not to in- 
ject controversial legislation until 
after the conventions. 


Now the situation has changed 


somewhat The administration has 
taken the position that the depreci- 
ation problem must be tied to the 
excess profits plan, which means 
more delay. Billions of dollars in 
contracts are being allotted and 
business men are 
taking it for 


granted that the depreciation ques- 
tion will be handled satisfactorily, 
but when it comes to raising the 
money, business will be asking per- 
tinent questions about depreciation 
before it can accelerate production 
on the contracts assigned. 


Wants Matter Defined 


There are some here in the gov- 


ernment who have contended that 
no new law is needed and that the 
whole depreciation question can be

The outcry against war profiteer- 


ing and the charge that munitions
